Mr. Mitcliell explained tliat 
municipal taxes are assessed :ilong 
with county taxes a.s the most 
economical metliod. .A relatively 
low valuation is imposed. Wliile 
the city might make its own us- 
sessiiient, thus lowering the rate 
to raise a given amount, the ex¬ 
pense of collection would he high 
er.

ganizatioii, for Die aid uf pruperty 
owners who want to make repairs 
j and iinprovenients wliicli hardly 
fall within the scope of hank loans. 
'I'his would Iw' u help to coiitrac- 
tor.s and material men as well, and 
received cimsideralile discu.ssioii.

fVe Invite You to Join Hands I 

for Greater Profit

I N THE 34 years since the California Fruit 
Growers Ejcchange was organized, Cali- 
fortua’s annual citrus crop has mounted to 
63,000 carloads. The Exchange membership 
has risen to 11,000 growers and 75% of the 
state’s yield is now marketed through this 
co-operative organization. 

In providing tyslcnialic ilittribution and efii- 
cient low-cox markeliiig, (hr Exchange bai far 
exceeded the inuX liupetui prophecies, .-tnd (he 
coX of marketing through the Exchange hax, by 
lari^e volume, been reduced to brtweca 2 and 3 
per cent (2.48% lax year). 

Yet the Exchange believes that further econo¬ 
mic! and even greater ethciency are poisible it 
more growers will utilize its Incomparable 
facilities. 

It is possible for the sale of one-fourth the 
crop, now marketed without co-ordination by 
various other agencies, to upset the orderly plan 
of distribution that is worked out by the Ex¬ 
change, for selling three-fourths of the ship¬ 
ments. The resulting over or upder supply 
briiigi a loss to all growers. 

For an extreme example of the result of 
"blind man’s bull" selling, note the editorial 
shown here In part, which is taken from the 
December 4, 1V26, issue of Tht Florida Grov;ir, 
mouthpiece of the Florida citrus industry. 

With a larger percentage of the crop maiketed 
through the Exchange, thus bringing about more 
centralized distribution and larger volume, the 
following improvements in service would be 
possible; 

1. A mors uniform and intalligant movtment at the 
varittias ovar thtir respeotiva acaaons. 

2. A mora accurate, oriainal distribution of tha ahip- 
roenta among the marketa. 

I. Mora complete and accurate racorda of tha total 
conauming capacity of the different marketa under 
varying condittoni. 

4. A mora uniform and aquiiabla handling of amtr- 
gency conditiuna in tha fnduatry by the producara 
thamaalvee. 

I. A broader diaaamination within tha induatry of ad- 
vaniagaoue dtvelopmenia In culturX, handling and 
packing mathoda.

>. A lergtr fund for contumar advarlleing end trade 
wofk, without increeeing tha coit per boa.

10. A atrongar poiilion for tha industry In handling 
tha general problama of freight ralea, tariff, wages, 
trade relatione and trade practlcsa, laaet, and, in 
fact, avary problem oi the induatry, bccauie every 
problem w common to all growtre. 


California s fob orange market at 
this writing la alrong at about 86 25 
per box 

Florida'* f rr b. orange market, on 
the same date, I* reported ueak with 
prices averaging less than 83 a box. 
Why’ 

Florida orangea are of as good qual¬ 
ity. If not better at this season of the 
year, than CXillfornla oranges Then 
why should Florida citrus growers gel 
82 to 82 SO a box less on their fob 
orange sales than California growers? 

There Is no good reason for It and 
only one possible exidanatiun - the In¬ 
excusably unorganized state of Flor¬ 
ida’s citrus marketing s)stem. 

California's citrus marketing system 
Is organized. Most of the fruit Is con¬ 
trolled by the California Fruit Growers 
Kxchange. . . The system gets for 
California growers every dollar that 
their fruit It worth. 

Contrast It with the Florida system. 
There is the Florida Citrus Exchange, 
controlling but about one-third of thei 
state crop, and something like Iff 
other shippers with varying tonnages 
'The Exchange and a few of the larger 
Independent orgnnixattons co-o|>erate 
so far as Is possible In attempting to 
attain orderly marketing. TTie hal- 
nnee of the small lndc|ienilent ahip- 
ptrs, controlling nearly l If of the 
slate crop, ship when, \vl ,e and as 
they please and appsre'i without 
any regard for the cons.- nces
